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COMMISSIONERS' REPORT. 



Office of the Board of Public Works,) 

Chicago, June 1, 1875. J 

To the Common Council of the City of Chicago : 

The principal event in the history of the city since the submis- 
sion of the last annual report of this board, was the fire of July 14^ 
1874, in the South Division, which consumed an area covering 
about sixty acres, and destroyed a large amount of property. The 
loss of municipal property, under the control of the board, was, 
however, very slight, not aggregating over $1,000. 

The board do not consider this fire as great a calamity to the 
city as it appeared to many, especially to non-residents. Excepting 
, the property north of Harrison street, the buildings destroyed were of 
an inferior and inflammable kind, and the section which they covered 
constituted a dangerous and easily combustible link between the 
solidly re-built business portion of the city and the southwestern 
region, which is largely wooden, and exposed at many seasons to 
swift winds which would irresistibly carry northward a fire begin- 
ning in the lumber section. The ground burned over by the July 
conflagration is being gradually re-covered by a substantial class of 
structures, superior in all respects to those which they replace. 

Advantage was taken of the opportunity to improve the condi- 
tion of the burned section, by the laying of water mains, and the 
addition of other facilities for protection ; and this district is now as 
secure against fire as the business center. 
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IMPROVED WATER FACILITIES. 

A precise idea of the greater immunity which the city now en- 
joys against fire is furnished by the increase in water facilities. In 
1871, the year of the great fire, there were 272 miles of water pipe; 
now there are nearly 400. There were then 1,552 fire hydrants, 
and there are now 2,607 ; and before the year is out the pumping 
capacity of the municipal water works will be 100,000,000 gallons 
daily against a capacity of 38,000,000 four years ago. The land 
extension of the new lake tunnel is already available for fire pur- 
poses, extending a distance of 20,500 feet under the city, and 
having 17 water shafts for fire purposes. These figures, however, 
do not completely represent the enlargement of fire precautions ; 
for, in addition to the total increase in the quantity of water, many 
of the old pipea and hydrants have been taken up and replaced by 
larger ones, and ten fire cisterns have been built, the size and 
location of which will be found in the report of the City Engineer. 

It has been the policy of the board to use the appropriation so 
as to furnish the amplest security against a recurrence of fire, rather 
than to extend water-pipes into sparse and remote settlements ; 
and it is believed that, as soon as the new engines shall be in work- 
ing order, namely, in November of this year, Chicago will be one 
of the safest cities in the country, if not in the world, so far as the 
water supply is concerned. 

THE NEW LAKE TUNNEL. 

The second Lake tunnel has been satisfactorily completed. On 
the 7th of last July, a party of city officials, prominent residents, 
and visitors from abroad, were afibrded, through the courtesy of the 
contractors, Messrs. Steele & McMahon, the novel pleasure of a 
trip through the tunnel to the crib. The land tunnel connecting 
the new lake tunnel with the west side water works, has also been 
completed, and the water has been already turned in, so as to make 
it available for use in case of fire. The capacity of the new lake 
tunnel is 100,000,000 gallons ; that of the old tunnel is 50,000,000 
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gallons. The cost of the old lake tunnel was $457,844.95 ; of the 
new lake tunnel, $411,510.16 ; and of the land extension of the 
latter, about |545,000. 

THE NEW PUMPING WORKS. 

The West side pumping works are to be erected on Ashland ave- 
nue and Twenty-second street. On October 26, 1874, the contract 
was awarded to Messrs. Murphy and Co., Quintard Iron Works, 
New York, for two compound, condensing, beam-pumping engines, 
at a cost of $243,500.00, which are to be capable of raising 
30,000,000 U. S. gallons 165 feet high in twenty-four hours. 
The duty required is ninety millions pounds of water raised one 
foot high with one hundred pounds of coal. The engines are to 
be completed in November, by which time the building will be 
ready for their reception. 

THE CRIB. 

The crib was completed during the past year, in accordance 
with the original plan, and the structure is staunch and enduring. 
Having successfully withstood the extraordinary pressure of ice 
which the unusual severity of last winter caused to surround it,,no 
fears need be entertained for its future safety. 

An application was made to the U. S. Light House Depart- 
ment to place a third order Fresnel light in the tower, for the 
benefit of navigation, and the department, anxious to comply with 
the request, will place the light in position as soon as the requisite 
legislation can be secured, a special act of Congress being neces - 
sary, as the board declined to cede the jurisdiction required by the 
general law regulating light houses. 

During the coming year a large fog-bell will be placed in the 
crib, which, in addition to the light, will enhance the usefulness of 
the crib for our lake commerce. 

Telegraphic cables have been laid between the pumping works 
and the crib, through the new lake tunnel, which will insure prompt 
communication at all times.

The average cost of pipe for the year was $50.27 per ton. 

FIRE HYDRANTS. 

A large portion of the appropriation for water pipe is spent in 
constructing hydrants and their connections on the line of the new 
pipe. In addition to the requirements on the new lines of pipe, 
there is a constant demand for the replacing of small hydrants, 
constructed years ago, in settlements which, in the meantime, have 
grown so important and become so thickly settled as to need addi- 
tional protection. This expenditure, therefore, consumes a large 
percentage of the fund which is supposed to be spent exclusively 
in laying pipe, and makes the cost of pipe appear much greater 
than it really is. As the fire hydrants are not a part of the water 
service proper, but in reality a part of the fire service, and for the 
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use of the fire department, it would seem that their cost should be 
provided for in a separate appropriation, charged to that depart- 
ment, as is the case in nearly every other city in the country. 

Your attention is also called to the urgent need of a special 
appropriation for this purpose, at once, so as to enable the placing 
of new hydrants, or the enlargement of old ones, in several portions 
of the city which are now unprovided, and which can not be 
supplied out of the ordinary appropriation for water pipe.

WATER RATE ASSESSMENT. 

The assessment and collection of water rates involves constant 
and faithful labor on account of the peculiarly complicated char- 
acter of the tax. For general taxation, an annual assessment and 
a single collection alone are required by fact and law. Bat as con- 
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sumption, which is the basis of the water rent, varies according to 
the uses of property and the natural and business seasons, assess- 
ments are necessary whenever such changes occur, and collections, 
therefore, are made semi-annually. The system of assessment has 
been devised with the view of as exact justice to the city and the 
consumer as is possible in the administration of public business. 
Careful employes are engaged constantly in the visitation of prem- 
ises^ for the purpose of ascertaining any variation in the quantity of 
water drawn ; these variations are noted, and the assessment is 
corrected on the first of the following month. Under no other sys- 
tem could equally satisfactory results be produced. In a city of so 
large magnitude and so great a variety of commercial pursuits, 
monthly assessment is an imperative necessity unless great loss be 
inflicted upon the municipality or gross injustice be done citizens. 
For instance, a lot upon which a hovel stands on the 1st of May, 
when the first assessment for the year is made, may be occupied on 
the 1st of November by a manufactory consuming a thousand times 
the quantity of water charged ; the city has a right to collect for 
the increase from the day it is first drawn. On the other hand, 
households are reduced, premises are left entirely unoccupied, 
houses are removed or burned, and the business of manufactories is 
largely diminished or wholly suspended from time to time. It is 
evident that citizens are entitled to pay for only the quantity of 
water they consume, that amount to be determined as frequently as 
the economy of the service will justify. The method of monthly 
assessment employed by the board has proven generally satisfactory 
to the public ; and it has been the means of saving to the city a 
very large amount of water tax which could not be collected under 
any less frequent assessment. 

It is apparent that it would be extremely difficult to separate the 
assessment and collection of water rates from the same authority 
which controls the laying of water pipes. These are laid at various 
times during the year, and consumers are required to pay for water 
as soon as it is turned into the new pipes. The city would lose 
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a large sum annually if the assessment were not made uniformly 
with the supplying of water. Over thirty-eight miles of water pipe 
were laid last year, which necessitated the assessment of seventy-six 
miles of street frontage. These assessments were made simultane- 
ously with the progress of the pipe. Had they not been so made 
the city would have lost the total of the assessment for the balance 
of the year during which water was supplied upon premises which 
had never been assessed. At the same time, it would have been 
unjust, as well as impracticable, to have made the assessment upon 
any citizen prior to the actual supplying of water ; the method of 
monthly assessment happily meets both difficulties.

The income from water collections for the year ending April 1, 
1874, was $708,804.32; for the year ending April 1, 1875,

PROFITS OF THE WATER WORKS. 

The entire expenditure on account of the Water Works — includ- 
ing running expenses of the shops, salaries of employes, repairs, 
operating of the works, water meters, expenses of the crib, water 
tax rebates, and interest of $320,294.70 on water bonds — was 
$617,065.12. The income for water collections was $705,926.64 ; 
the city clearing in the year 1874-5, $88,861.52. The Water 
Works may therefore be considered a successful municipal invest- 
ment. 

EFFECTS OF FROST. 

During the past winter inconvenience was experienced in some 
parts of the city on account of the freezing of the water pipes. 
This occurred only in localities where the mains were laid years 
ago, when the condition of the streets prevented their being placed 
deep enough. The depth at which the pipes are now laid secures per- 
manent immunity from a frost of even so hard a winter as that just 
past, whose severity is unprecedented in the recollection of those 
connected with the Water Department. Wherever the pipes which 
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were affected by the frost are large enough, it is the intention of 
the board to lower them ; but many of these are so small that they 
will have to be taken up, and be replaced by larger ones. The 
board have been retarded in the carrying out of this design by want 
of funds. 

Some difficulty was found in preserving the hydrants from the 
severity of the coldest months. Various experiments were resorted 
to by the City Engineer, and, even in the hardest season, most of 
the hydrants were kept serviceable. So great vigilance was required, 
however, that the foremen and their employes had to work night 
and day, and several of the men were badly frozen. 

THE WASTE OF WATER. 

Having exhausted every effort which ingenuity has thus far 
suggested to prevent the waste of water, the board are compelled to 
conclude that there is but one means by which this criminality can 
be checked, namely, by the use of meters. So firmly convinced 
are the board of this, that if the issuance of bonds were not consti- 
tutionally prohibited, and if the present financial condition of the 
city did not render the expenditure burdensome to the people, 
they would recommend that a water-meter be placed wherever a 
service pipe larger than three-fourths of an inch in diam- 
eter is used. The difficulty in doing so lies in the price 
of the meters. The cheapest satisfactory meter which can now 
be had is too expensive to admit of the purchase of the necessary 
number at the public cost. A cheap water meter is one of the 
necessities of the age, and it is surprising that mechanical genius 
has not been able to construct a simple and cheap device, the uni- 
versality of the use of which would insure a fortune to the maker. 
The board have purchased as many meters during the past year as 
the fund permitted, and they are in use in very many of the large 
houses and manufacturing establishments. The meters purchased 
have already more than naid for their cost, and afford an absolutely 
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just standard by which the consumer knows exactly the quantity 
of water for which he has to pay. 

One striking, as well as interesting, feature of the employment of 
water meters is their assistance in the detection of obscure leaks. A 
leak may exist in a hidden portion of a service pipe which might 
not be discovered for months if the meter, by the unusual quantity 
of water recorded, did not suggest such a probability. The selfish 
interest of the consumer, who is disposed to protest against the size 
of his bill, leads him to investigation, and the defect in the pipe is 
promptly remedied, thus saving to the city the water which, other- 
wise, would be wasted. 

The monstrous waste of water which takes place annually in the 
extreme weather of summer and winter, is a reflection upon the 
moral sense of those who are guilty of it. It appears to be impos- 
sible for many people to understand that water, unlike air, is not a 
free commodity, and that no one is entitled to use more water than 
he pays for. The water of the city is municipal property, sold to 
individuals in precisely the same commercial way in which citizens 
purchase food or clothing, and it is no more a privilege to waste 
water than to steal the groceries of the merchant or the fabrics of 
the dry goods dealer. 
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SEWERAGE. 

One of the remarkable features of public improvements accom- 
plished during the year, consists in the extent of sewers built, 
which reaches a total of 42 miles. It is obvious that the cleanliness 
and health of the city will receive from this extensive and enduring 
help. The city now contains 240 miles of sewerage. 

The following table exhibits the total extension and cost of 
sewerage annually, since the sewerage department was placed under 
the charge of the Board in 1861, as well as the work which was 
done prior to that time :

STREETS. 



Accumulations of snow, ice and garbage rendered the streets of 
the city in the spring months, almost impassable in some of the 
densest business sections, and as the fund had been exhausted, the 
severe embarrassment inflicted upon trade was only relieved by an 
extra appropriation. The board respectfully remind your honorable 
body that there is neither economy nor wisdom in setting apart for 
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street purposes so small a sum that its exhaustion is inevitable 
before the thaws, when a brisk general effort is necessary to remove 
natural obstructions which impede commerce and inspire loud and 
not unreasonable complaint. Many of the streets are in a very bad 
condition, and there can be no radical or permanent improvement 
until the tax-payers, with whom the matter is optional, choose to 
pave them. The paved streets which were not destroyed by the 
fire of 1871, have been subjected to an extraordinary wear and tear, 
first, by the removal of debris^ then by*the transportation and occu- 
pancy of building material. Property owners have been naturally 
tardy about re-pavement, preferring first to restore their homes and 
business places. The disposition of citizens to postpone the expense 
of re-paving, the proportion of streets that are in need of repair, and 
the number of miles of streets in the city, render the task of keeping 
them in order more difficult than that of any city in the country. 
When it is taken into account that we have 609 miles of streets, 
of which those paved must be regularly swept, and these and all 
others maintained in passable condition, the necessity of a larger 
appropriation than that accorded during the past year, will become 
apparent. 

Eight miles have been paved during the year, and there are a 
hundred and eleven miles of improved streets. 



CONDITION OF THE RIVER. 

There has been no material change in the condition of the river 
since the last annual report ; and no improvement can be antici- 
pated until the completion of the FuUerton avenue conduit. 

DREDGING THE RIVER. 

Dredging has been carried on during the year, at a total expen- 
diture of $49,710.38.

DOCK LINE SURVEYS. 

The restoration of the dock -line surveys, destroyed by the fire 
of 1871, has been completed, and lines have been established where 
no previous surveys had been made. 



FULLERTON AVENUE CONDUIT. 

About 4,000 feet of the west end of the FuUerton avenue 
conduit had been completed at the beginning of winter. The 
contractors, Messrs. George F. Norris & Co., refused to resume 
construction, on the ground that the work was of a different char- 
acter from that which they had agreed to do. The board could not 
concede the reasonableness of their claim, and the contractors 
appealed to the Common Council. It is hoped that your honorable 
body will sustain the board, and refuse to set so dangerous a prece- 
dent as that of allowing contractors to break their agreement with 
the city at the public cost. 



BRIDGES AND VIADUCTS. 

New bridges have been built over the Ogden canal, at Randolph 
street, and at Fuller ton avenue, and a viaduct over the railroad 
tracks at North Halsted street, the dimensions and cost of which 
appear in the superintendent's report. 

A new bridge will be built over Madison street during the 
present year. 

Conferences have been held with authorized representatives of 
the railroads crossing Milwaukee avenue and Blue Island avenue in

relation to the erection of viaducts over these thoroughfares. The 
results of these conferences have been reported to the council; The 
arrangements having reached a mutually satisfactory form, the 
completion of these much-needed structures is hoped for and 
expected during the coming year. 



PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

It is hoped that the negotiations between the city, represented 
by your honorable body, and the board of county commissioners 
relative to the erection of a new City Hall and Court House, for 
the use of the city and county, will be brought speedily to a con- 
clusion, in order that the foundations at least may be laid during 
the present year. 

Five engine houses and an engine house and police station have 
been built since the last annual report, the location of which will 
be found in the statement of the superintendent ; and a pumping 
house has been erected at the Washington street tunnel. 



THE PARKS. 



The board would suggest the wisdom of a liberal appropriation 
for the keeping and ornamentation of the city parks. These places 
of free recreation have both a practical and an esthetic value, and 
in both uses the city would be greatly benefited by an increase in 
their number. They are impassable barriers against fire. In time 
of panic, from any cause, they afibrd relief and protection to large 
numbers of people. During the heated term citizens flock to the 
green sward and cooling shade to obtain the rest and refreshment 
otherwise inaccessible to those accustomed to grimy toil and poorly 
ventilated dwellings. The beauty of the parks exercises a refining 
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influence, and they contribute at once to the general security and 
health, as well as to individual improvement. The money which 
the city invests in their maintenance thus affords a generous return. 

The filling and grassing of Lake Park has been proceeded with, 
but the center portion is still a mass of unsightly debris. This 
park, the only one convenient for denizens of the center of the city, 
has become a very popular resort. Its conspicuous position, exposed 
as it is to the gaze of strangers coming into the city by four of the 
leading railroads, as well as the requirements of the large section 
that patronizes it, renders its completion very desirable, and the 
board urge that a sufficient appropriation be made. 

All the parks have been kept in excellent condition, and the 
number of visitors was largely in excess of that of previous years.

BUILDING PERMITS. 

During the year 712 building permits were issued ; and 309 
applications were heard for the removal of wooden buildings within 
the fire limits. Of these, 244 were favorably acted upon. 

The board congratulate the council upon the passage of the 
ordinance making the fire limits co-extensive with the city bounda- 
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ries, as they recommended a year ago. The objections raised 
against the ordinance — that business would be prostrated, capital 
deterred from coming to the city, extreme hardship inflicted upon 
the laboring classes — have proved utterly groundless. In fact, 
the exact contrary has been found to be the result. Capital, 
encouraged by the increased protection of property, has sought 
Chicago investments with augmented confidence ; the poor man 
feels that his home is safer ; and insurance rates, — the most sensi- 
tive test, — have gone down. 

As a still further precaution, the board repeat their recommen- 
dation that removals of wooden buildings within the city limits be 
not tolerated beyond a definite date. To pass an ordinance sum- 
marily cutting off this privilege might expose the proprietors of 
such buildings on leased ground to the rapacity of lot owners, — a 
misfortune which could be averted by fixing the expiration of the 
privilege of renewal at a distant but definite period, say two or 
three years from the passage of the ordinance. 

The permission which may b^ legally obtained for the removal 
of wooden buildings is producing mischievous consequences whose 
magnitude grows daily more apparent. These buildings aggregate 
in various portions of the city, wherever locations can be secured, 
and form nuclei for future conflagrations. The fire ordinance now 
prohibits a citizen from erecting a wooden building, and, on the 
theory of general protection, requires him to use brick or stone. 
It is a curious violation of this theory, and a gross injustice to citi- 
zens thus prohibited, to authorize the removal of old wooden build- 
ings into proximity with structures built in accordance with the 
provisions of the ordinance. 

The transportation of wooden buildings to unoccupied parts of 
the outskirts of the city is only less objectionable. An inflammable 
belt will, in time, be thus formed, which, with our high winds, will 
always menace city property by fire, no matter how complete the 
water facilities or how strenuous the exertions of the fire depart- 
ment. The board are of opinion that prudence demands the 
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destruction of wooden buildings within the city limits as rapidly as 
they are to be displaced by structures of a better character. 



SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

A large number of special assessments have been levied during 
the year, under the law passed by the legislature in April, 1872. 
As this law was passed to harmonize with decisions of the Supreme 
Court, which had been adverse to the old system, it is hoped that 
all will have to bear their proportionate share for the benefits de- 
rived from the various improvements, and that the chronic " tax 
fighter" will not, as was the case under the former law, have 
the felicity of seeing his neighbor pay, while he, through some 
microscopical technicality, secures his improvement at the expense 
of the general public. 

A detailed list of the contemplated improvements for the year 
will be found in the report of the Special Assessment Department. 



SIDEWALKS. 

During the year, 72 miles and 659 feet of sidewalks were 
built, including 7,682 feet of stone and 3,529 feet of concrete. 
There are now seven hundred and twenty-five miles of sidewalks 
in the city. 

The same causes which render so difficult the work of keeping 
the streets in good condition naturally operate more or less upon 
the condition of the sidewalks. 
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CHANGING THE FISCAL YEAR. 

The board regret that no action was taken by the legislature 
with regard to making the fiscal year identical with the calendar 
year, as recommended in their last annual report. Public interest 
would be benefited if the annual appropriations could be reached 
earlier, in order to render the funds available for public work dur- 
ing the entire working season. They are not available^ now until 
midsummer. The board renew the recommendation, and respect- 
fully urge your honorable body to take action in relation thereto. 



CONCLUSION. 

The public work accomplished under the direction of the board 
during the past year has not been of the character that merely adds 
to the external superficial beauty of a city, requiring only appro- 
priations by the council and the exercise of taste on the part of 
those entrusted with its expenditure. The work, so much of which 
is underground, has been chiefly of a kind that makes a great city 
solid, safe and healthy, and the execution of which demands prac- 
tical experience, constant vigilance, and the utmost fidelity. The 
latter qualities are not easily secured, and, essential as they are, not 
merely in the heads of departments, but also in the large number 
of subordinates having partial responsibility, to whose individual 
honesty the city must entrust its interests, they cannot take the 
place of practical experience or of thoroughly tried skill. The 
peculiar character of the work, especially that of tunnels, water 
pipe and sewerage, requires that it be performed with absolute 
integrity the first time, since, unlike the faults in structures above 
ground, its defects are not easily discoverable ; while they involve 
danger to public health and safety, and can be corrected only at 
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enormous expense. The utter dependence of the whole city upon 
the water service, the sewers and the bridges, which are so nearly 
related to the comfort, convenience and, in fact, the very life of 
population, demonstrates the necessity of entrusting their keeping 
and construction only to thoroughly tried experience and unblem- 
ished integrity. 

The board are able to point with pride to the various public 
improvements thus far completed, the quality of the workmanship 
upon which is unsurpassed and not often equalled.

Dear Sir : — The twenty-first annual report of the operations of 
this department, for the municipal year ending March 31st, 1875, 
is herewith respectfully submitted. 

13,903,197,498 gallons of water have been pumped, since the 
date of the last report, being nearly 2,180,380,000 gallons, or 18.6 
per cent more than the quantity pumped the previous year. 

The daily average quantity pumped for the year ending March 
81, 1874, was a little over thirty-two millions. The smallest and 
largest daily averages for a single month during that year, were, 
respectively, thirty and one-half millions, in April, and thirty-four 
millions in the following November. The greatest quantity pumped 
in a single day was on December 10th — nearly thirty-seven millions. 

The daily average for the past year is over thirty-eight million 
gallons, which is about eighty-four and one-half gallons per capita 
for a population of 450,000. The daily average for the month of 
April, 1874, was thirty-two and one-quarter millions, or less than 
seventy-two gallons for each person. For the month of March, 
1875, the daily average reached nearly forty-three and three-fourths 
millions, or about ninety-seven gallons per capita. Even these 
averages are largely increased during a number of hours of the 
warm days of summer and the coldest weather of winter. 

The following tabulated record shows in detail the operations 
of the engines and boilers during the year : 
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One or more of the engines have been in operation constantly ; 
the total running time for the year being 8,758|^ hours, an average 
of 23ff per day. 

The quantity of water pumped, and the time run by the several 
engines, respectively, are shown in the annexed table :

Deducting the expenses of operating, as above exhibited ; 
deducting eight per cent, interest on total cost of tools, and allow- 
ing four per cent, for depreciation of same, the nominal net 
earnings of the shop, estimating the value of the work manufac- 
tured at less than current prices for same articles, amount to 
$5,970.52.

The operations of the pumping department during the past year — 
with the exception of the usual increase in the quantity of water 
pumped, and some exceptional repairs made upon one of the 
engines — have been about the same as those of former years. 

Nothing has occurred to interrupt the supply of water, the 
engines having been in constant operation day and night throughout 
the year. 

The exceptional repairs alluded to, consist of reboring the 60 
inch steam cylinder of engine " 57 " and refitting the piston and 
packing rings. The new double-beat pump valve for this engine 
referred to in the last report, has been put in place and works 
satisfactorily. The balance of foot-walk and hand-rail to replace 
that destroyed by the fire of 1871, has been completed. Beyond 
this, the repairs on engines and boilers have been slight and of the 
ordinary character. 
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All the work except that of reboring the cylinder and the 
repairs to boilers has been done by the regular engineers and 
employes of the works. 

New valves have been designed for the pumps of the north (*67) 
engine and will be put in place as soon as completed. 

During the past winter the condensing water from the engines 
was turned into the pump-well at a temperature of 120°, for the 
purpose of modifying as much as possible the unusually low tempe- 
rature of the lake water, which by the thermometer had reached the 
freezing point. ^ 

On January 9th, the water was pumped out of the gate chamber 
preparatory to making connection with the new lake tunnel. The 
work was completed on the 30th of the same month. On February 
13th ensuing, the water flowed from] the new tunnel to the pump 
wells for the first time, and has been continued in use since. 

The convenience and usefulness of telegraphic communication 
with the lake crib in case of any obstruction to the water, suggests 
the importance and propriety of similar communication between the 
main office of the fire alarm and the pumping works, so that in 
case of a large fire, its extent may be promptly communicated 
in addition to indicating merely its locality, as now provided for. 

THE BUILDINGS. 

These are in a good state of repair, with the exception of the 
roofs of the main building and boiler rooms. A few leaks have 
occurred in the former, the roof of which is of iron and needs a 
coat of paint. The slate covering on the roofs of the boiler rooms 
also requires considerable repair. The window frames in the shaft 
of the water tower should be re-painted, nothing having been done 
to them since the structure was built. 

THE GROUNDS. 

Those west of the building have been sodded, walks are laid out 
and graveled, a number of ever -greens and shrubs planted, and 
several dead trees replaced with new ones. 
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A large and substantial fountain has also been placed in front of 
the main building. These improvements make this portion of the 
premises a tasteful and agreeable resort, and harmonize with the 
character of the buildings. The easterly portion of the grounds has 
from necessity long been in disorder, but the completion of the new 
lake tunnel [shafts will admit of the lot being fenced and otherwise 
suitably improved. 

The construction of the coal houses referred to in former reports 
is a work greatly needed, not only for the storage of coal, but to 
afford shelter to the men who wheel coal to the boiler rooms, a labor 
which must be carried on during the night as well as during the 
day, and the exposure of the men to the intense cold weather of our 
winters renders the work a severe hardship, especially at night. 

The iron fence surrounding the principal portion of the grounds 
needs painting as the stone coping is becoming badly stained, an 
effect produced by the exposure of the iron to the rain. 

PUMPING CAPACITY. 

The long continued and unusually severe cold weather of the 
past winter added to the natural increase in the consumption of 
water, has taxed to the utmost the capacity of the three smallest 
engines, which are the only reliance at times when the large south 
engine is inoperative on account of ordinary repairs. Owing to this 
and the enormous quantity of water permitted to run day and night 
from service pipes and fire hydrants to protect them from freezing, 
the head of water has sometimes during the day been unavoidably 
low. To remedy this the south engine has been kept in operation 
most of the time. 

The largest engine was stopped in January last after a contin- 
uous run of several months to allow the water connections to be 
made between the new tunnel and the pump wells ; while this was 
being done, the engine received a hurried though general overhaul- 
ing, the first of the kind during the past year. The work of 
repairing the engine was carried on day and night, and when 
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completed, it was immediately started and has been kept running 
continuously day and night up to the present moment. One of the 
small engines has also been kept in operation most of the time in 
connection with the large engine. This was found necessary in 
order to maintain the head of water at a satisfactory point, but at 
this rate of pumping the capacity of the old tunnel was only 
sufficient to supply the pumps as they are now located ; however, 
the completion and use of the new tunnel remedies all further 
trouble in regard to a supply to the pump wells. 

The two double engines are in a reliable condition, and when in 
operation together will amply meet the present demands. 

The two single engines are also in a fair state of repair, although 
the wear incident to an almost constant service for a period of twenty- 
two and eighteen years, respectively, render them less reliable to meet 
the present and rapidly increasing demands for water. The present 
facilities for supply are therefore, at best, only about equal to the 
requirements, for, as before stated, when the south engines are 
stopped for ordinary repairs the only reliance is upon the three 
comparatively small engines, whose united capacity is too limited to 
meet the demand although run at the highest rate of speed consistent 
with prudence. 

When the proposed new pumping works are put in operation, 
the present works will of course be relieved, and doubtless the 
supply will be improved. But even with these additional engines 
there may be times when the combined works will equal but about 
fifty million gallons in twenty-four hours, a quantity which is now 
frequently required for several hours per day during the seasons of 
greatest consumption. 

It is also true that with both the proposed new engines and the 
two largest engines at the present works, in operation at the same 
time, eighty million gallons of water could be pumped in twenty- 
four hours, but such a combination cannot at all times be relied upon 
with certainty, owing to the necessity of an occasional stoppage of one 
or more of these large engines for the purpose of ordinary repairs. 
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The rapid extension of water pipe and the erection of a large 
number of dwellings and other buildings in the city, will naturally 
involve a corresponding increase in the consumption of water for 
both domestic and manufacturing purposes. 

If the annual rate of increase during several years past be 
assumed as a basis for the future, then the capacity of the present 
and proposed additional pumping engines which may at all times be 
relied upon with certainty, will be absorbed in about three and one- 
half years, but basing the estimate of future increase on the largest 
daily quantity pumped during the past year, the limit of reliable 
pumping capacity will be reached in less than two years. If this 
reasoning is correct, it would indicate that still further facilities for 
pumping will soon be required to furnish an ample and uniform 
supply of water. 

The two oldest as well as smallest engines, before referred to, 
now occupy about one-third the present building. The new tunnel 
renders the pump-well of sufiScient area and depth, and the founda- 
tions are large enough, with ample strength, to adapt them to a pair 
of engines of more than double the capacity of the present pair. 

A pair of engines with a capacity to pump thirty-six million 
gallons per day — if located at the present station would give these 
works alone, reliable facilities at all times for pumping from fifty- 
four to seventy-two million gallons daily. This quantity added to 
that which may at all times be relied upon from the proposed new 
works, would insure with great certainty a daily supply under an 
uniform and satisfactory head of seventy to eighty million gallons, 
and at the same time leave a sufficient and reliable power in 
reserve. 

Such a combination of pumping machinery would also aflFord 
suitable time and convenience to make all requisite repairs, with 
that degree of deliberation and care which is necessary to insure 
reliability and efficiency, elements of special importance in this city 
where there are no reservoirs, but where the supply is dependent 
upon a system of direct pumping ; a system relying wholly upon the 
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constant operation of machinery, of sufficient capacity to meet the 
demand. 



TEST TRIAL OF THE SOUTH ENGINE. 

The south (double) engine was started for the first time to supply 
the city with water on January 9, 1873, and was kept in operation 
continuously for several months, working with entire satisfaction. 

Before the final settlement was made with the contractors, the 
Board of Public Works ordered the engine to be tested upon all 

points guaranteed by the builders. This test was made — atf stated 
on page fifty-seven, twelfth annual report — on January twenty-first, 
1873, being a short time after the engine was first put in formal 
operation and it was found to fulfill every requirement of the 

contract and specifications. 

The facilities at hand for making the test, were of a convenient 
and reliable character, and have been resorted to on frequent occa- 
sions since, for further testing the strength and capa<;ity of the 
engine. 

As shown by the annual reports the south engine has pumped 
most of the water for the city, Since the date of its completion, and 
has proved a reliable and satisfactory machine. On December 11th, 
after this engine had been running more than two years — during 
the last eight months of which it had not stopped a single day — it 
was deemed important again to make a formal test of its capacity, 
strength, and duty. The test was very elaborately and carefully 
made by competent gentlemen appointed for the purpose. Although 
no official statement of their labors has yet been issued, never- 
theless, sufficient information upon the subject was obtained from 
the gentlemen engaged in the work, to report here that the result 
of their investigations and of the general trial — which continued for 
a period of sixty hours — warrants the assertion, that the engines 
and boilers accomplished far more than that for which they were 
designed, and largely exceeded each and every requirement of the 
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contract and specifications under which the machinery was construct- 
ed, thus fully confirming facts which were demonstrated by the test 
made soon after the engine was completed and before its acceptance 
by the Board of Public Works. 

Whatever conclusions may be reached upon the points involved in 
the test — especially that of the duty attained as compared with 
other pumping engines — it is but justice to the engine in question 
and to the builders of it, that the circumstances under which the 
test was made should be briefly mentioned. 

With rare exceptions duty trials are made when the engines and 
boilers are new, and in the best possible condition for favorable 
results. The fuel used on such occasions is invariably of the best 
quality for the purpose that can be procured, and special preparation 
is made in everything that may have a bearing upon the result. 

In the case under consideration there was no special preparation 
for the test, nor were the engines and boilers in as favorable 
condition for the occasion as they might have been, because as 
before stated, the engine had been in continuous use for eight 
months and therefore required a general overhauling to put it in 
complete order. Two of the three boilers used were in constant 
use for six weeks previous to making the test, and needed cleaning, 
but time and a proper regard for the supply of water to the city 
did not admit of making suitable preparation, hence the trial was 
conducted under circumstances not altogether favorable to the 
machinery. 

The fuel used for the test was coal of the ordinary quality used 
daily at the works, and the entire amount consumed was charged to 
the engine without any deduction for ashes and clinkers, while in 
some cases of duty trials the ashes and other residuum are credited 
to the engine. 

The weir constructed in the pump-well, for the purpose of 
determining the quantity of water pumped during the test, caused 
some damage to a portion of the engine foundation, owing to the 
very considerable difference in the level of water on the induction 
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and eduction side of the bulk-head, or weir. Upoi;! examination, it 
was found that the water had forced itself under the stone work at 
the base of the weir, carrying with it the cement and grout in which 
the stone foundation under the pump was imbedded, exposing to 
view a number of openings, through which much water must have 
passed to the pumps. The quantity of water delivered through 
these channels, if credited to the engine, would have increased the 
record of its capacity and duty, but, as the fact was not known at 
the time, no allowance for the excess was given. 

It has since been discovered that the action of the water, just 
referred to, caused sufficient settlement of the stone under the pump 
to break the sole-plate and crack the lower section of one of the 
pumps. The location of the damaged parts rendered it difficult to 
make suitable repairs; however, by aid of a pump, a large quantity 
of Portland cement was forced into the cavities caused by the water. 
The iron work has, also, been repaired, and no further trouble, in 
this quarter, is apprehended.

The new engines recommended by Mr. Cregier to take the place 
of the oldest two, will be needed to meet the probably increased 
demand in the early future, and also to raise the water nearly fifty 
feet higher than the old ones are capable of doing with safety. 
These views are in accordance not only with those which the Board 
have had for some time, but with those held by the engineers who 
have tested the south engine for the Citizens* Association. It 
would not be practicable, however, to commence the erection of the 
proposed new engines until those to be erected at the new pumping 
works are in successful operation. 
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CONSUMPTION AND WASTE OF WATER. 

Greater efforts then usual were made the past year to prevent 
waste of water ; but when it is remembered that there are probably 
not less than half a million taps, or outlets for water, in the city, 
the extreme diflSculty, without meters, of controlling waste to any 
great extent must be apparent. It is believed to be a very moder- 
ate estimate, to say that one-half of the water now pumped is wasted. 
This represents already an annual expenditure, for fuel alone, of 
$70,000. If to this be added the cost of labor, interest on cost, 
and depreciation of machinery, besides repairs and incidentals, the 
amount would be increased to not less than $105,000, or the interest 
at 7 per cent, on $1,500,000. 

Chicago has already more water meters thq-n any other city 
reports, except Providence, which has but little over one-fifth the 
population of Chicago, and with water works but recently in opera- 
tion. Mr. I. Herbert Shedd, the Chief Engineer, states that they 
have only 5,200 water takers, and yet they have over 2,000 meters, 
all, except four or five, of which are owned by the takers. "The 
average quantity used by each taker in that city is about 60 gallons. 
In this, it is 84J, according to Mr. Cregier*s estimate, with much 
less used in proportion for manufacturing purposes than in Provi- 
dence. It is too soon to say whether the Providence system will 
work satisfactorily or not ; but it is well worth a careful study, as it 
seems to present a remedy without calling upon the city to pay for 
the meters. 

The necessity for house to house examinations, to prevent leak- 
age, was never greater than it is now, but the diflficulty of making 
such examination thorough and effectual has already been mentioned. 



QUALITY OF THE WATER. 

With the exception of an occasional slight milkiness which 
always occurs after heavy north-easterly storms, there was nothing 
objectional in the appearance or taste of the water furnished the city 
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except on March 29th and 30th, when the effect of the freshet in 
the river was very apparent at the Crib, both in the color and taste 
of the water. A decided creosote flavor was perceived by most 
persons. 



INLET BASIN. 



Nothing was done to this during the year. Its dilapidated 
appearance has grown worse. It is hoped the construction of the 
Lake Shore Drive as far south as proposed, may lead to some 
permanent and pleasing improvement of this now unsightly spot. 



RESERVOIRS. 

No change was made in them during the year. 



WATER PIPES. 



Owing to the extensive fire of July last which burnt over sixty 
acres between Twelfth and Van Buren streets, and Clark street and 
Michigan avenue, the question of the sufficiency of the water pipe 
for fire purposes in certain districts was again warmly discussed by 
the parties most interested, including the city council, the citizen s*^ 
association and the insurance agents. As a result of the discussions,, 
an unusual addition has been made to the previous amount of pipes, 
eight inches in diameter and more, as will be seen by referring to 
the table below. 

During several years past, the rule has been to place the smaller 
sized distributing pipes so that their bottoms would be five and a 
half feet below the surface ; but the experience of the past winter has 
shown that their tops should be about that depth below the surface.

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FROST AND ICE. 



The remarkable severity of the past winter, produced, as will 
be seen in diflferent parts of this report, extraordinary eflfects, the 
results of which may be summed up as follows, viz : 

1. The depth to which the frost extended, was over six feet in 
some places, but very rarely more than five and a half feet. What 
is called '^made ground,'' appears to have been more affected than 
any other. 

2. The wooden pavements which protect the ground beneath 
them from frost better than any others in common use in this city, 
did not, so far as observed, have more than one foot less frost beneath 
them than the others. 

3d. No protection to fire hydrants against frost, is better than 
placing them in the streets, immediately over the mains; but the 
objection to this system are such, that the fire department still 
prefers the post hydrant on the edge of the side walk, because of 
the certainty of being able to find it instantly at any time of day 
or night, no matter what may be the condition of the streets. The 
objection to keeping up a force all winter to prevent the post hydrants 
from becoming useless by ice is largely overcome by the fact that it 
would be unsafe to be without a sufficient force of trained men to 
make such repairs of pipes as may at any time be imperatively 
necessary, and the care of hydrants gives to these men constant 
employment, without which they could not in times of ordinary 
prosperity, be retained in the service of the city. 

4. Some plumbers have been very neglectful of the rules of the 
Board with regard to the depth at which service pipes should be 
placed below the surface, and consequently have caused not only 
great inconvenience to their employers, but considerable expense to 
the city, in the effort to supply with water parties for whom these 
pipe^ were laid. 

5. The waste of water, in consequence of defective plumbing 
inside of houses, is probably the greatest loss of all. In properly 
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built houses, connected with the city sewers, there need be no waste 
of this kind, if the plumbing were done right, and the occupants 
cut off the water in the basements or cellars very cold nights. In 
well warmed houses even this is not necessary. 

6. The effect of frost was such as to deprive some house-holders 
of water till late in May. The whole number of families deprived 
of their usual supply was, as nearly as could be ascertained, about 
4,150, occupying a much smaller number of houses. 

The length of water pipe to be lowered on account of the frost 
cannot be accurately stated now, but is to be in the next Annual 
Report. 

Owing to the remarkable severity of the winter, there was much 
more trouble in keeping the hydrants free from ice than ever before. 
In some cases it was impossible to thaw them out at all. In all 
such instances it was found that either the branches leading to the 
hydrants or the street mains were frozen. These were reported to 
the fire department. Notwithstanding the remarkable winter many 
hydrants, as in former winters, never froze at all. The cause of 
thia difference is not always easy of explanation. Greater exposure 
in some open areas than in others, or position on wide and deep 
ditches will explain much, but does not meet every case. 

Besides the usual methods of packing around the hydrants with 
saw-dust and horse manure, in several cases the trial was made of 
ascertaining how much it would cost to keep them from freezing by 
means of kerosene lamps. This method, notwithstanding the low 
price of oil is much more costly than the daily or half-daily exami- 
nation and thawing out when necessary of each hydrant. In some 
cases too it failed to prevent the hydrants from freezing, but it is 
believed this could be avoided by the use of additional lamps in 
extremely cold weather. It should be said, however, that the 
hydrants for which lamps were used were the most difficult cases to 
manage in the city ; and that in the most valuable portion of the 
city, the business part of the south side, the result was very 
satisfactory. 
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NEW LAKE TUNNEL AND SHORE CONNECTIONS. 

The parties engaged in the construction of this work, and 
proceeding from opposite ends met about quarter way between the 
crib and the shore on the 3d day of July, with remarkable pre- 
cision, considering the difficulty at the crib end of transferring the 
line from above to the tunnel below. This work together with the 
crib and the land extension of the lake tunnel was under the 
immediate charge of Mr. Wm. Bryson, who was assisted by Mr. E. 
C. Clarke. 

After this tunnel was completed, it was cut into in several places 
to examine the condition of the masonry, which was found to be 
very strong and satisfactory. 

Shore connections to make this tunnel available for the old works 
have been completed, and are in use. Without drawings it would 
be difficult to explain them, but they are of such a character as to 
enable those in charge of the water works to examine, cleanse and 
repair if necessary, either the old or the new lake tunnel, or the 
land extension tunnel, without depriving the city of the use of more 
than one of them at a time. 

The effect of the shore connections has been to increase the depth 
of water in the pumping wells so much that the oldest engines can 
now be used, when the daily consumption exceeds forty million 
gallons, which could not be done before, especially in low conditions 
of the lake. 

A telegraphic cable has been placed in the new lake tunnel. 
Everything in connection with this was done after advising with 
Superintendent Chandler of the fire alarm department. It is believed 
to be a permanent job, and works very satisfactorily.

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THE NEW CRIB. 

This has been completed in a very substantial manner as far as 
it well can be before the placing of the light, which it was hoped the 
U. S. government would give the city at the last session of Congress, 
but which cannot be obtained before the next. 

Access to the crib during the winter, by means of a tug, was 
impracticable much longer than usual. Immense quantities of ice 
were piled on three sides of it, and at one time created a momentary 
alarm by threatening to cut off the supply of water from the city, 
but the partial obstruction lasted only a few hours. The keeper and 
his assistant, however, had much to do in removing ice that got into 
the well. 

The new masonry of the crib was necessarily very damp, and it 
has been difficult for the occupants of it to avoid suffering from this 
cause ; but a plentiful supply of coal and stoves enabled them to 
endure the season. 

It is believed that this structure can hardly ever have a greater 
trial of its stability from the effect of ice than it had last winter. 
If this is so, all fears for its future safety on this account, may be 
dismissed. 



LAND EXTENSION OF THE NEW LAKE TUNNEL. 

The work on the tunnel proper was closed up on the 12th day of 
October. The greatest difficulty met with was near Polk street, as 
mentioned in the last annual report, (pp. 71-2). The change in the 
line then permitted the work to be made without further serious 
trouble. The settlement of the ground above the original line, 
caused considerable damage to several wooden buildings, fortunately 
not very valuable in themselves. 
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Besides the disturbance of the ground near the Polk street shaft, 
there was settlement enough near the Waller street shaft to damage 
the sewer there about one hundred feet each way ; and the owners of 
the nearest buildings complain that their houses have settled and 
cracked so as seriously to damage them. As there were no caves or 
grave difSculties in carrying on the work below, this settlement must 
have been caused by the large amount of sand that came in from 
springs during the construction of the tunnel. 

After the completion of the shor6 connection, water was let into 
this tunnel about the first of February, and ever since the shafts 
have been available as fire cisterns. 

Examinations were also made of the masonry in this tunnel after 
it was completed, by cutting into it, and the work was found to be 
very substantial. 



THE NEW PUMPING WORKS. 

The new pumping engines under construction at the Quintard 
Iron Works in New York, it is hoped will be in place and ready for . 
supplying a part of the city next winter. The foundations are to be 
ready for the engines by the first of September.

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CONDITION OF THE RIVER. 

Nothing can be added to what was said with regard to the 
condition of the river and the Ogden and Wentworth ditch on pp. 
79-80 of the last annual report. 



FULLERTON AVENUE CONDUIT. 

About four thousand feet of the west end of this work was com- 
pleted by the beginning of winter, since which time the contractors, 
Messrs. Geo. F. Norris & Co., have done nothing on the ground 
and claim that the work is different in character from that which 
they agreed to do. Whatever may be the result of their proceedings, 
there is little or no hope of the work being finished the present 
season. 



RIVER TUNNELS. 



Nothing new can be said with regard to these. The one on 
Washington street continues to grow dryer, and does not appear to 
have suffered materially from the severe freezing of last winterr 



OUTER HARBOR. 

Col. Gillespie, U. S. Engineer in charge of the harbor, has 
kindly furnished the following information concerning this work : 

The extensions provided for in the appropriation of last year 
have been carried out, and the breakwater now reaches a point in a 
line with the south side of Van Buren street, and 3,280 feet from 
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the shore, where the water is 21 feet deep. The superstructure of 
the breakwater, that is, the portion above the mean level of the 
lake, is completed for 2,750 feet from the south pier, leaving 1,250 
feet to be completed. 

The question of constructing a pier from the south end of the 
breakwater to the shore is still undecided. 

The north pier has received a considerable amount of repairs ; 
new piles in some places, and refilling with stone. 

An appropriation by Congress for extending the north pier 500 
feet further into the lake will no doubt secure the completion of the 
work this season, and thus afford a safe entrance to the harbor 
during the prevalenee of northeasterly winds. 



DOCK LINE SURVEY. 

This survey is now completed, including the lines of the river 
and all its branches within the city limits, andwsoundings, showing 
not only the depth of water, but the depth of the soft mud across 
the streams, as often as once in every hundred feet. This work has 
been performed by Messrs. Billings and Bailey and has all the marks 
of being very accurate and satisfactory. When the drawings are 
all completed, they will be not only a great aid in planning future 
improvements relative to dock lines, but will enable future authorities 
to determine whether encroachments upon public rights on the river 
have been made or not.

STREETS, BRIDGES AND PUBLIC BUILDINGS 



Chicago, April 1, 1875. 
To the Board of Pvhlic Works : 

Gentlemen : — I respectfully present for your consideration the 
fourteenth annual report of this department. 

During the fiscal year just closed, the following work was 
accomplished : 

Construction of one viaduct, three bridges, five engine houses, 
one engine house and police station combined, alterations to West 
Chicago avenue police station ; alterations to Cottage Grove avenue 
police station ; pumping house for Washington street tunnel ; a 
wall with coping of dressed stone placed around Dearborn Park. 

Eight miles of streets have been paved, and several hundred feet 
of alleys paved and planked. 

A large amount of repairing has necessarily been done upon the 
bridges, for details of which I respectfully call your attention to the 
following report :

George W. Wilson, Esq., 

Superintendent Streets and Bridges, 

Sir :— I submit herewith my annual report for bridge repairs 
for the fiscal year ending with date. 

The bridges, protections and fenders are mostly in good condition. 
Some of them have required quite extensive repairs in addition to 
the usual necessary expenditures to keep them in running order. 
Bush street bridge has been furnished with a new set of tracks of 
the best steel rails in the turn-table, and a new set of heavy spindles 
or arms in the bearing wheels. 

Lake and Kinzie street bridges have been re-planked crossways 
and are in excellent condition. The advantages in this method of 
planking are decidedly in favor. of the new plan. The saving will 
be double in the plank and labor besides the protection and saving to 
the main floor beams, one of the vital parts of a bridge. And in 
addition to all of this, the greater ease with which heavily loaded 
teams can cross, is almost beyond computation, and has been so 
acknowledged by many who are interested in heavy teaming and 
draying. 

The city has now thirty-one draw and two pile bridges, of which 
eighteen are combination, ten of iron, three of wood and two of 
piles. The three wooden bridges are all old and much decayed. 
The one at north Halsted street is in very bad condition, and should 
be removed as soon as practicable. Since the new iron bridge has 
been put in use over the Ogden canal at Halsted street, it has largely 
increased the travel over the old bridge, which could hardly have 
been depended upon for another year's service, much less a large 
increase of heavy trafBc. 

Western avenue canal bridge has been lowered seven feet and 
put in good repair, at a cost of about one thousand dollars, and will 
need no attention for two years. 

The expenditures on the bridges have not overrun much, if any, 
the appropriation.

Gentlemen : — The sidewalk department respectfully presents 
its eighth annual report for the year ending March 31, 1875. 

A large amount of walk has been constructed in each division 
of the city in the past year, and a much larger portion of stone 
and concrete than usual.
